Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1960. 

Popiilation 

The  .'e gist rar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  7,350  which  was  a  decrease  of  ten  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birthrate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  113  which  was  a  decrease  of  14  from 
the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was  accordingly  15»31;  after 
adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General*  s  Comparbility  Factor  which  allows 
comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  16.53,  being  slightly 
lower  than  that  of  17«1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Three  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per 

I, 000  total  (live  and  still)  births  was  25.86,  which  was  slightly  higher 
than  that-  of  21.7  for  England  and  Wales.  The  National  rate  has  remained 
around  20  for  approximately  30  years  despite  the  notable  advances  achieved 
in  Ante-natal  and  Obstetric  Practice,  and  is  in  all  probability  due  to  the 
hard  core  of  genetic  or  congenital  and  premature  deaths. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Three  infant  deaths  were  registered  and  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  was  accordingly  26.55  and  was  higher  than  that  of  21.7  for  England 
and  Wales.  (it  should,  however,  be  kept  in  mind  that  all  these  figures 
are  too  small  for  valid  statistical  comparisons). 

The  causes  of  death  were:- 

1.  (a)  Heart  Failure  -  2  days 

(b)  Congenital  Heart  Disease. 

2.  (a)  Broncho-pneumonia  -  3  days 

(b)  Prematurity 

3.  (a)  Congenital  Malformations  of  the  Heart  -  5  days 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  IO6  (54  M.  52  F. ), 
and  the  corresponsing  crude  death  rate  was  14*42,  which,  after  adjustment 
by  the  Registrar  General' s  Comparability  Factor  to  allow  comparison 
with  other  Districts  becomes  12.83,  being  slightly  higher  than  that  of 

II. 5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases 
and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  as  these  are  the  natural  ulti^i<.-te 
C‘.U3cn  oi  do  nth  'v.  on  get  the  aged. 
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An  exception,  however,  is  Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the 
Heart  which  claims  many  victims  in  middle  age.  Of  these,  there  were 
11  (8  M.  3  F.)  and  the  ages  at  death  ranged  from  54  to  85  years. 
Although  intensive  research  is  being  devoted  to  its  causation,  this  is 


still  obscure 


Cancer  has  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  been  the  second 
highest  cause  of  deaths,  despite  the  notable  advances  achieved  in 
diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  this, is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  predominantly  a  disease  of  ageing  years,  usually  with  a  latent  and 
insidious  onset  and  advance  which  masks  early  diagnosis. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  however,  like  Coronary  Thrombosis,  claims 
many  victims  in  middle-age,  and  it  may  be  that  a  common . factor  is 
excessive  smoking  over  a  prolonged  number  of  years  v;hich  leads  to  earlier 
degenerative  changes  in  those  who  have-  a  predisposition  to  these  diseases. 
Of  these,  there  were  five  deaths  (2  M.  3  F®)  and  the  ages  at  death  were 
54 >  66,  67,  70  and  75  years. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  and  there  v/as 
no  exceptional  mortality  amongst  the ; remaining  miscellany  of  deaths. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  ^  . 


Measles 


There  was  the  usual  outbreak  of  Measles,  77  notifications  having 
been  received.  The  virus  is  always  prevalent  amongst  children  and  as 
soon  as  a  sufficient  nimober  of  susceptible  children  has  accumulated, 
outbreaks  occur.  Fortunately  it  is  not  generally  a  serious  .disease,  but 
occasionally  its  dangerous  complications,  viz.  Broncho-pneumonia,  i.eute 
Otitis  Media  and  Acute  Encepha.litis  in  that  order  of  frequency,  supervene. 
It  would  seem  that  Acute  Encephalitis  is  becoming  more  prominent  in  recent 
years. 

G-amma  globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Hea^lth  Laboratory'-,  Preston 
Hall  to  induce  passive  immunity  in  any  exposed  susceptible  child  who  is 
concurrently  suffering  from  another  illness,  but  in  practice  is  seldom 
used. 

V/hooping  Cough 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified.  More  and  more  infants  are  being 
vaccinated  ea,ch  year  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  by  their  family 
Practitioners,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  preventive  barrier  against  outbreaks 
will  be  created.  Deaths  from  its  most  serious  complications  viz.  Broncho¬ 
pneumonia  and/or  Collapse  of  the  Lung  are  now  at  a  minimum. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Five  sporadic  cases  V7ere  notified.  In  its  present  phase  this 
infection  is  comparatively  mild  and  its  once  serious  complications  viz. 
Acute  Nephritis,  Suppurative  Otitis  Media  and  Acute  Carditis  are  now  rare. 
Patients  are  usually'  admitted  to  Hospital  chiefly  for  social  reasons  as 
for  example  when  it  is  essential  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  in 
a  crowded  household. 


One  notification  only  was  received.  The  illness  is  commonly  mild 
and  many  patients  do  not  consult  their  family  Practitioners  with  the 
consequence  that  there  is  probably  an  appreciable,  niimber  of  chronic 
carriers  and  where-  and  when  personal  and  environmental  hygiene  a,re 
neglected,  outbreaks  occur. 
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Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  and  other  Notifiable  Diseases 

None  of  these  was  notified.  Diphtheria  immimisation  has  proved 
to  be  an  unqualified  success  and  as  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  has  occurred 
in  the  District  amongst  those  vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the 
scheme  in  1956/37;  there  is  valid  reason  for  optimism  that  it  is  meeting 
with  equivalent  success. 

Tuberculosis 


Only  one  nev;  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  -  in  the 
15-24  age  group.  It  is  becoming  more  uncommon  to  receive  notifications 
in  this  age-group,  and  more  common  to  receive  them  in  the  elderly  age- 
groups. 

No  new  cases  were  discovered  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  during 
their  visit  to  the  various  villages  in  November/December,  I960,  which  may 
be  regarded  as  a  general  index  that  there  are  no  reservoirs  of  infection; 

( see  table) . 

One  case  of  Non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  (of  Kidney)  v;as  also 
notified.  Gases  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  are  nov/  becoming  rare  since  the 
sale  of  raw  undesignated  milk  supplies  v/ere  prohibited. 

There  v/as  only  one  death  (in  the  65  plus  age-group)'  which  is  a 
reflection  of  the  efficacy  of  modern  therapy. 

B. C.&.  vaccination  is  also  offered  to  School  Leavers  and  should  prove 
to  be  another  valuable  contributory  factor  towards  the  eventual  elimination 
in  the  fore-seeable  future  of  a  disease  which  has  plagued  man  for  Centuries. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  and  support 
in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  efficiency  and 
co-operation.
